(From Taft's Virginia Speech.) 
Mr. Taft reviewed the record 
of the democratic 
party 
from 
the time of the last democratic 
administration in 1893. 
“ During this administration,’ 
he said, “it repealed the McKin­ 
ley tariff bill passed in 
1890, 
and enacted 
the 
Gorman-Wil- 
son tariff bill of 
1893. 
With 
the prospect of a democratic tar­ 
iff for revenue and under the 
operation of the Gorman-Wilson 
tariff bill subsequently passed, 
a period of industrial depression 
set in which continued through 
the next presidential campaign 
of 1898. 
The remedy for this 
depression as proposed by 
the 
democratic party under its pre­ 
sent 
leadership 
was a change 
from the gold standard of cur­ 
rency and value which was 
the 
measure of all pecuniary obliga­ 
tions to a silver 
standard—a 
change which would have scaled 
the debts of all by quite 50 per 
cent and would have produced 
a financial crash in which the
